‘STAGGERING RECORD OF VIOLENCE’ 

Jail sentence 
for Barry man 
who punched 
sister in face 


A MAN with a 
“staggering” record 
of convictions for 
violence, attacked 
his sister - Cardiff 
Crown Court has 
heard, writes AJ 
SICLUNA. 

Ricky Smith (26) of 
Dunlin Court, Barry, was 
jailed for a year. 

He admitted causing 
his sister, Adrina Rogers, 
actual bodily harm and 
causing damage. 

His solicitor, Adam 


Sharp, said that his sister 
tried to stop him making 
a fool of himself. “He 
recognises his behaviour 
was deplorable”. 

Mr Sharp continued: 
“He has burned his 
bridges with his family. 
Fortunately, the attack 
was not sustained. In the 
past, he has suffered 
mental health problems 
and abused alcohol and 
drugs.” 

Prosecutor Jason 
Howells said that on July 
29, he damaged the 
letterbox of a neighbour.

The neighbour had no 
idea why Smith did this. 

His sister heard Smith 
shouting, and as she 
approached him, he 
punched her to the right 
side of her face, with the 
result that she “saw 
stars.” 

Soon after, he punched 
her a second time, this 
time to the jaw. 

Smith later told the 
police he caused the 
damage because of a 
noisy neighbour and had 
had enough. 

Regarding the assault, 
he said he did not 
remember it. 

He had 
convictions 
offences, 
assault and wounding. 

Judge David Wyn 
Morgan said the court 
was sympathetic to his 
underlying predicament. 

“Learn your lesson 
and try to avoid alcohol,” 
he said. 

The judge added that 
he had a “staggering 
record for violence.”

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The threat facing 
Vale rural libraries 


A S your 

readers will 
know, the 
Vale Council has 
published a library 
strategy which 
recommends that 
each of the libraries 
at St Athan, Dinas 
Powys, Sully, 
Wenvoe and 
Rhoose should be 
run as community 
libraries. 

I’ve read the 
document Vale of 
Glamorgan library 
review - revised July 
2014, which outlines the 
proposals. 

This document, which 
is on the Vale Council 
website, also contains 
the report on the 
consultation from the 
end of 2013, which 
asked if respondents 
would be willing to help 
their local library: “In 
order to extend and 
improve our library 
services we may need to 
increase the number of 
volunteers... Volunteers 
would not replace paid 
members of staff.” 

Up to 28 per cent of 
respondents apparently 
said they would be 
happy to carry out 
various different roles. 

The council seem to 
have taken this fairly 
paltry response as the 
green light to proceed 
with proposals to 
withdraw funding and 
cut staff, leaving local 
communities with an 
inferior library service, 
staffed by those same 
communities. 

Bad enough you 
might think. However, 


the proposal for 
community libraries 
goes on to acknowledge 
that: “A community 
partner will need to be 
identified. If not then 
closure must be 
considered as a possible 
option.” 

People will form their 
own conclusions about 
whether the council has 
misrepresented our 
previous consultation 
responses and is actually 
planning library closures 
by the back door. 

Having been asked to 
volunteer to help to 
extend and improve the 
service where we would 
not replace paid staff, we 
are now faced at best, 
with paid staff being 
replaced by volunteers, 
and at worst, with the 
closure and total loss of 
our local library service. 

Anybody who is 
concerned about the loss 
of our local library 
services should make 
sure they submit a 
response to the further 
consultation,which will 
run from October until 
Christmas. 

Anyone who has 
already written should 
resubmit their views as 
part of the consultation 
as the council has 
intimated that those 
views might not be taken 
into account. 

People might also 
want to make their views 
known to their local 
councillors and join any 
local groups to share 
ideas to resist these 
proposals - eg the ‘Save 
Rhoose Library’ group 
on Facebook.

W E are now in a phase of the Vale 
of Glamorgan planning process 
where landowners and 
developers are submitting premature 
planning applications to the Vale Council 
in the five-year window of time after the 
Unitary Development Plan period (1996- 
2011) has expired and before the Local 
Development Plan (2011-2026) is 
adopted. 

This means that the council planning committee, 
guided by the planning officers, have to make a 
judgement on whether to refuse, defer or approve 
each application, and what weight to give to the 
policies in the expired UDP (which can still be used 
for planning control purposes) and those of the 
emerging LDP - which has just reached the end of 
the consultation stage, involving huge effort by the 
council and residents, prior to submission to the 
National Assembly and the Inspector’s independent 
examination and report. 

The plan is then due to be adopted by October 
2016. Deferment or refusal of an application 
usually leads to an appeal followed by an inquiry. 

This situation has arisen because the council is 
five years behind in the planning process, caused 
partly by the scrapping of the 2012 LDP draft and 
replacing it and the 37 Background Papers by a 
revised version in 2013, following a change in 
council leadership after the 2012 council elections. 

Landowners and developers have taken 
advantage of this window because it gives them the 
chance to seek planning approval without having to 
wait for the examination of the deposit LDP by an 
independent Planning Inspector, avoiding the risk 
that their sites might not be included in the adopted 
plan. 

This situation is particularly acute in the rural 
Vale, where disproportionately large developments 
are proposed. 

Premature planning applications have already 
been made in Ystradowen, Colwinston, Wick, 
Ogmore by Sea, Llantwit Major, Wenvoe and 
Cowbridge at Primrose Hill, with another signalled 
for Darren Farm by the end of the year.

Craig Penllyn’s 
village hay rake 


D ID your 
readers 
know a 

staggering 97 per 
cent of meadows 
have been lost 
across this country 
in the last 75 years? 

The parish field in 
Craig Penllyn is one 
such important habitat, 
and is highly regarded 
for its rare mix of plant 
life and vegetation. 

The field was granted 
SSSI (Site of Special 
Scientific Interest) status 
in 2011 for its rare 
grassland, and more 
recently was listed as a 
Coronation Meadow, a 
scheme backed by HRH 
Prince of Wales, and is 
one of only a handful of 
fields in Wales to be 
granted such status. 

To help the field to 
maintain its status, each 
year the villagers of 


Penllyn and Craig 
Penllyn cut and remove 
the vegetation from the 
field, a process that 
helps to encourage the 
growth of the existing 
plant communities. 

This year’s village 
hay rake will take place 
at 10am on Sunday, 
September 21, and the 
community is calling on 
any other volunteers to 
remove the cut 
vegetation.

Balloons threat 
to animal life 


1 WAS horrified 
to read in my 
GEM 

newspaper that the 
Church in Wales 
and CADW were 
planning to release 
balloons from St 
Nicholas Church on 
September 13. 

For many years, I 
have supported the 
Marine Conservation 
Society’s campaign to 
stop balloon releases, 
because they do so much 
harm. 

I have often found the 
remains of balloons and 
their ribbons on beaches 
when carrying out litter 
picks. 

When balloons and 
sky lanterns (formerly 
known as Chinese 
lanterns) are released, 
they don’t just disappear. 

They float back down 
to earth where they are 
the same as any other 
litter. 

But balloons and sky 
lanterns are particularly 
dangerous pieces of 
litter. Balloons are 
mistaken for food by 


many species of wildlife, 
especially turtles. 

Once balloons have 
been eaten, they can 
block digestive systems 
and cause animals to 
starve. 

The string on balloons 
can also entangle and 
trap animals. 

Four county councils 
in Wales are enlightened 
enough to ban releases: 
Caerphilly County 
Borough Council, 

Conwy County Borough 
Council, Neath Port 
Talbot Council, and 
Pembrokeshire County 
Council. 

I beg GEM readers 
not to release balloons or 
Sky Lanterns - I’m sure 
you wouldn’t normally 
contemplate throwing 
hundreds of bits of 
coloured plastic on to 
the countryside and into 
the sea!

Astonishing turnaround 
at The Highwayman... 

after GEM highlights lost 
business during summit 


THE Highwayman Inn, based on 
the outskirts of Rhoose near 
Cardiff Airport, enjoyed a 
remarkable change in its fortunes 
during the Nato summit following 
a story run in The GEM. 

Early that week one of the popular pub’s 
partners, Derek Gaynor had told The GEM 
that ‘Joe Public’ was staying at home 
because people were concerned the roads 
might be busy. By Tuesday, The 
Highwayman had lost around £1,700 in 
business. 

Mr Gaynor claimed at the time: “The 
message that has been sent out to the 
public is ‘ don’t go to the area because the 
Nato Summit is on and there is extra 
security’. It has been totally overplayed.” 

Mr Gaynor and the staff at The

Highwayman had seen lots of policemen, 
but not many customers. 

On Thursday, September 4, The GEM 
ran a story ‘Nato holding Highwayman to 
ransom - claims a local businessman’ 
explaining the dramatic loss of business. 

Cue an astonishing turnaround. 

Mr Gaynor said: “The article really 
helped us. People came out and supported 
us. We had a bumper Friday, Saturday and 
Sunday. It was a mega weekend.” 

Despite the disruption caused by the 
police operation locally, Mr Gaynor 
allowed the police to use his facilities and 
provided them with tea and coffee. 

“I got a thank you card from the 
Metropolitan Police and a letter of thanks 


from an inspector.” 

Mr Gaynor was also contacted by local 
MP Alun Cairns who was concerned that 
The Highwayman had lost business, and 
said it was an “unforseen consequence” of 
the summit. 

Mr Gaynor estimates a figure of around 
£2,000 in lost business - but it could have 
been a lot worse had it not been for The 
GEM’s article. 

Mr Cairns said he welcomed the news 
that the community came to the support of 
The Highwayman. 

“It is fantastic news that the community 
came out to support the local pub the 
weekend after the Nato summit. At events 
of this size there will always some pockets 
of disruption, but I am delighted that Mr 
Gaynor had a better weekend following the 
event.”

POST OFFICE IS TO CLOSE 


LOCAL MP Alun Cairns 
said he is angry to learn 
that Lloyds Pharmacy plan 
to close the local Post Office 
in Highlight Park, Barry. 

The Post Office is set to close at 
the end of October after Lloyds 
Pharmacy confirmed an intention 
to surrender the Post Office 
operation. 

The closure will leave residents 
in Highlight Park without a Post 


Office with no replacement site 
identified. 

Mr Cairns wants to meet Lloyds 
Pharmacy to find out why they 
arrived at their decision. He has 
contacted the Post Office to see if 
a temporary solution can be 
provided in the interim. 

Mr Cairns said: “I am shocked 
at this news that Highlight Park 
will lose such a vital service at 
such short notice. 

“We simply cannot have local 


communities without such an 
important service during the 
important run up to Christmas. 
Many people depend on the Post 
Office, especially pensioners and 
some of the most vulnerable in 
society. 

“I have requested a personal 
meeting with Lloyds Pharmacy as 
a matter of urgency. 

“I am committed to doing 
everything I can to ensure this 
vital service remains open.”

Barry man 
is jailed 
for baby 
battering 


Report by AJ SICLUNA 


A baby batterer has 
been jailed for two 
and a half years at 
Cardiff Crown 
Court. 

The victim, a girl, 
suffered injuries to her 
left and right forearms, 
bruising to her cheeks 
and ears and a spiral 
fracture of the right 
humerus at the hands of 
21-year-old Jay Miller, 
the court heard. 

Miller, of Winston 
Road, Barry, had been 
found guilty of four 
charges of causing the 
child actual bodily harm 
and guilty of one charge 
of inflicting grievous 
bodily harm. 

Recorder Jonathan 
Furness told Miller: 
“There were three 
incidents. You are only 
21, and I bear that very 
much in mind, when I 
sentence you.” 

He said his course of 
conduct had been 
forewarned. 

“These are serious 
offences with profound 
implications. Only 
immediate custody is 
appropriate.” 


Prosecutor Ieuan 
Bennett said that Miller, 
who was babysitting, had 
struck the child’s face 
and even held her by her 
ears. 

When the mother 
discovered the injuries, 
she called an ambulance 
and Miller said: “They 
will blame me, I’m going 
to prison.” 

In evidence, he denied 
saying this and claimed 
the child fell off a bed, 
but also slipped down a 
grassy bank and collided 
with a wall. 

He also said: “I’ve got 
a bit of a temper but it’s 
not as bad as everybody 
is making out.” 

The defence counsel, 
Kevin Seal, said: “He 
still protests his 
innocence. This will be 
his first custodial 
sentence and he faces it 
with trepidation.” 

The Recorder pointed 
out that the convictions 
would affect Miller for 
the rest of his life. He 
was ordered to pay a 
victim surcharge of £120.

A petition was 
presented to the 
Vale Council on 
Tuesday, 
September 16, 
requesting that a 
local soldier’s name 
be added to 
Penarth Cenotaph. 

The petition states: 
“Royal Marine Paul 
Woodland died during a 
Special Forces training 
exercise in October 
2012 . 

“He served in 
Afghanistan and Iraq 
while he also kept peace 
in Sierra Leone. 

“Paul's fiancee, Sian 
Woodland, and his 
family have been 
campaigning to add his 
name to the Cenotaph in 
Penarth. To date, the 
Vale of Glamorgan 
Council has refused to 
do so.” 

The petition was 
presented at the 
council’s Civic Offices 
in Holton Road by 
Paul’s fiancee Sian, his 
mother Alicia, and the 
Leader of the Welsh 
Conservatives, Andrew 
RT Davies AM. 

The petition has so far 
received 2,647 

signatures. (It can be 
found online at: 
www.ipetitions .com/peti 
tion/paul woodland.) 


Sian, said: “Having 
his name included on the 
war memorial would be 
a fitting tribute to him. I 
have lots of support 
from the community.” 

Andrew RT Davies 
raised the matter with 
Wales’ First Minister 
Carwyn Jones earlier 
this week and said: “I 
was pleased to see the 
First Minister indicate 
that he will look into this 
case. The Woodland 
family deserve better 
and it does appear that 
progress is now being 
made at last.” 

The Vale Council has 
explained that its policy 
is carefully considered, 
emphasising that the 
cenotaph recognises 
those who have died in 
conflict, not in service. 


A spokesman said last 
week: “The agreed 

convention for the 
cenotaph in Alexandra 
Park, Penarth, is that 
the person to be 
commemorated, among 
other conditions, must 
have died on active 
military service for 
Great Britain and the 
Dominions in a 
recognised conflict. 

“As Mr Woodland 
tragically died on active 
service, but not in a 
recognised conflict, this 
is the reason for the 
refusal of adding the 
name to the cenotaph. 

“Other alternatives 
have been offered to Mr 
Woodland’s fiancee, but 
regrettably, these have 
not been accepted as of 
yet. ” 


Town Council to give

Group plans to oppose 
excess rural housing 


A GROUP opposed 
to adding extra 
housing onto small 
villages will meet 
this Sunday 

(September 21) to 
discuss its plan of 
campaign. 

‘Vale Villages 

Together’ argues that 
around 1.600 homes in 
total could be built in the 
rural Vale - all close to 
existing villages. 

Spokesman Andrew 
Loyns said: “The rural 
Vale faces the prospect 
of massive housing 
development as a result 
of the policies of the Vale 
Council, which includes 


the removal of 
settlement boundaries. 
Out of the 10,950 new 
houses demanded by the 
Welsh Government, the 
council proposes to build 
940 houses on sites in a 
number of Vale villages 
in its Local Development 
Plan (LDP). 

“In addition, the 
council is proposing 
further development of 
another 722 new houses 
across the rural Vale, the 
so-called ‘windfall’ 
allocation. 

“The goal of Vale 
Villages Together is not 
to prevent housing 
development in the rural 
Vale. Clearly, additional 
housing is needed, 


especially affordable 
housing. 

“What we are opposed 
to is the disproportionate 
scale of housing 
proposed by the Council. 

“An open meeting has 
been arranged and we

on the future of housing 
in the rural Vale”.

When King was 
arrested, he said: “No 
comment” to the police. 

His counsel, Huw 
Evans, said: “This is a 
serious matter by a man 
who has devoted his life 
to his mother. What he 
requires is counselling 
and help, something he is 
crying out for.” 

Mr Evans said he had 
had an abusive 
upbringing and saw 
serious violence meted 
out to his mother, who is 
housebound. 

“For many years, he 
has struggled with his 
sexuality and his only 
friends were his 
computers. Sadly, he 
thought about things in a 
distorted way.” 

He said it all started 
when King used the 
internet to access adult 
pornography. 

None of the images 
were distributed. 

Mr Evans said his 
greatest punishment had 
been telling his mother 
about the case. 

“He is an incredibly 
vulnerable man.” 

The Recorder also 
imposed a Sexual 
Offences Prevention 
Order and directed that 
the computers be 
confiscated.

Immigrant 
clung on to 
Vale family’s 
motorhome 


VALE MP Alun 
Cairns has taken up 
the issue of Barry 
residents who 

discovered that an 
immigrant had held 
on to the axle of their 
motorhome while they 
were returning from 
holiday. 

Mr Cairns has written 
to the Home Secretary 
Theresa May to express 
concern about security in 
Calais and the risks the 
situation posed. 

Mr Cairns is asking 
the Home Office what 
specific measures can be 
introduced in Calais to 
avoid a repeat of the 
situation where a 
stowaway was able to 
clamber aboard a 
motorhome. 

The immigrant 

attached himself to the 
axle for over 100 miles, 
after arriving in the 
United Kingdom through 
the Channel tunnel. 

Mr Cairns said: 
“Having spoken 

with Mr Mullin and Mrs 
Bell, I have made 
specific enquiries with 
the Home Office to 
ensure this situation 
cannot happen so easily 
in broad daylight in 
Calais. Both families 


were very concerned at 
the situation. They were 
put in a situation that no- 
one should face. 

“The situation that the 
immigrant placed 

himself in was also 
alarming. 

“It is clear that more 
needs to be done in 
Calais to ensure that 
holiday makers returning 
home don’t have to suffer 
with the torment of an 
uninvited passenger. 

“It appears that as they 
were waiting for the pet 
passport procedures to be 
completed, the 

immigrant must have 
climbed under the 
vehicle on to the 
axle. This could be a 
blind spot for spot 
checks, so I 
will be seeking 
clarification as to what 
can be done to close any 
weak points 

when crossing the 
Channel. 

“Security needs to be 
improved and I hope the 
Home Secretary will 
raise the issue with the 
French Authorities.” 

Mr Cairns added: 
“After the challenge to 
the ferry recently by 
desperate immigrants 
trying to get to the UK, it 
is clear that action needs 
to be taken.”

‘Closure of another Post 
Office is unacceptable’ 


S IMPLY 

unacceptable - the 
closure of another 
local Post Office, in 
Highlight Park, Barry - 
is to follow the one in 
Cowbridge, where a 
‘temporary closure’ has 
been announced. 

This cannot stand and that is 
my message to Lloyds 
Pharmacy in Barry, after they 
announced their intention to 
close the popular Post Office at 
Highlight Park. 

It cannot be right that a 
landlord can close a local Post 
Office at short notice - against 
the wishes of the Post Office 
nationally, leaving little time 
for an alternative to be found. 
This is what happened in 
Cowbridge and could happen at 
Highlight Park Barry. 

The Cowbridge Post Office 
has been closed for nearly six 
months already - but I expect 
better news on this over the 
coming weeks. I am in weekly 
contact to chase and maintain 
pressure. 

This Post Office, like all 
others, is a vital cog in Barry 
and the whole Vale community. 
I will be meeting with Lloyds 
Pharmacy next week and am 
determined to emphasise the 
importance of the Highlight 
Park Post Office on behalf of 
concerned local residents. 

I don’t understand how a 
decision can be made giving 
such short notice, leaving

residents in Highlight Park 
with the potential loss of such 
an important facility. 

With Christmas fast 
approaching, our postal 
services in the Vale - in 
particular Barry and Cowbridge 
- must be ready to serve 
customers. 

I am encouraging the 
operators in Highlight Park to 
look at a temporary solution 
that involves local residents. 
The community centre could 
house a temporary solution, 
whilst a permanent Post Office 


can be found locally. 

The Government has rightly 
guaranteed the future of Post 
Office provision, but it cannot 
be right that landlords can pull 
the rug without granting 
sufficient time for an 
alternative premises to be 
located. 

I don’t want pensioners and 
some of the most vulnerable in 
our society to have a very 
important service disrupted in 
their community at such short 
notice. This is a short sighted 
decision and simply 
unacceptable. 

Lloyds Pharmacy should at 
least extend their notice period 
to allow another local operator 
to go through the Post Office 
selection process. We need to 
ensure continuity of service in 
Highlight Park, that sadly 
wasn’t secured in Cowbridge. 

I have a clear plan for 
action. Lloyds Pharmacy 
needs to extend their notice 
period; a temporary facility 
needs to be developed in the 
short term; allowing a 
permanent site to be found. 

Lloyds Pharmacy need to 
rethink their decision in Barry, 
they need to plan ahead with a 
clear message for local 
residents and work with other 
local businesses. 

A local Post Office is an 
essential part of a vibrant 
community. I will continue to 
put pressure on all 
stakeholders to deliver for 
residents in Barry and the Vale.

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Funding available for Britain’s 
farming and rural communities 


A RE you helping to provide 
valuable services to rural 
communities? Do you give 
business support to help rural 
enterprises start up or grow? Are you 
training the farmers of the future? 

Organisations and charities that are helping 
to protect and sustain Britain’s farming and 
rural communities can apply for much-needed 
funding of up to £50,000 from The Prince’s 
Countryside Fund, which opened online for 
grant applications on September 8.

In rural areas of Wales, the lack of services 
can inflict serious social costs on communities. 

A project funded by the Prince’s 
Countryside Fund aims to identify 50 pubs to 
be developed into service and community 
hubs leading to better service provision and 
improved community cohesion. 

“It is encouraging to see the difference a 
Pub is the Hub scheme can make in its local 
community. The rural pub is essential and by 
supporting it with shared services, they will 
support you,” says John Longden of Pub is the 
Hub.

the driving force 
behind the changes 
is parental demand. 

The Vale of 
Glamorgan Council was 
quick to recognise this 
sustained growth in 
demand from parents 
and responded 

positively by 

establishing two new 
primary schools in 
2011 - Ysgol Gymraeg 
Nant Talwg in Barry and 
Ysgol Gymraeg Dewi 
Sant in Llantwit Major. 
In addition an extension 
was built to Y sgol 
Gymraeg Pen-y-Garth to 
make it a double intake 
school, able to 
accommodate two 
classes for each year 
group. 


These investments 
still did not offer 
sufficient places to meet 
demand and 

consequently Ysgol 
Gymraeg Gwaun y 
Nant, in the 
Gibbonsdown area of 
Barry, is being doubled 
in size to become a 420 
place school, with work 
scheduled to being this 
autumn. 

As a result of this 
substantial investment in 
Welsh medium 

education by the Vale 
Council, the Vale’s can 
boast seven Welsh 
medium primary schools 
- Ysgolion St Baruc, St

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A HISTORY LESSON / 

OLRAIN YR HANES 


1951 First meeting of the committee formed to establish Welsh education in Barry in Number 
9, Park Road, Barry, home of Mr and Mrs Dan Evans. 

1951 September - December. Ysgol Gymraeg Gwirfoddol Y Barri founded in Salem Vestry, 
Barry, with the salary of the teacher, Miss Elinor Williams (later Davies), paid for by parents. 

1952 The Council adopts the school and Yr Ysgol Gymraeg Gwirfoddol moves to the two 
roomed Wesleyan Chapel vestry in Cadoxton. 15 children attend. 

1955 Ysgol Gymraeg Sant Ffransis founded in Barry, with 25 pupils. An annex called Coed 
yr Odyn was later added nearby for the infants, to accommodate increasing numbers. 

1971 Ysgol Gymraeg Pen-y-Garth opens under the headship of Howard Goodfellow. A Welsh 
unit had operated out of Cogan School prior to this. 

1974 Ysgol Iau Sant Baruc founded for juniors, with Elwyn Richards as headmaster. 

1975 Welsh unit is established at Ysgol Gynradd Y Bont-faen which becomes Ysgol Iolo 
Morgan wg. 

1979 Ysgol Iolo Morganwg officially opens, under the headship of Glesni Whettleton. 

1991 With demand outstripping the places available, Ysgol St Ffransis has outgrown its 
premises and is merged with Ysgol Iau Sant Baruc. The new school, called Ysgol Gymraeg Sant 
Baruc, operates from its current site at St Paul’s Avenue, Barry. It was headed up by Dulyn Griffith 
until his retirement in 2010, when Rhian Andrew was appointed head. 

1991 Ysgol Gymraeg Sant Curig opens on the site of (Lower) Bryn Hafren Girls Comprehensive, 
with Eleri Hourahane as headteacher. 

1996 Ysgol Gymraeg Newydd starts in temporary buildings on land at Ysgol Sant Curig and 
later (2000) becomes Ysgol Gymraeg Gwaun y Nant. 

2000 Ysgol Gyfun Bro Morgannwg founded, with 123 pupils and 11 staff, and Dr Dylan Jones 
as head. 

2004 Iona Edwards takes over the headship of Ysgol Gymraeg Pen-y-Garth from Peter Davies. 

2001 Ysgol Gymraeg Gwaun y Nant opens at its present site, with Glenna Griffith as 
headteacher until her retirement in 2010, when Rhydian Lloyd takes over. 

2006 Headship of Ysgol Gymraeg Sant Curig passes to Sian Owen upon Eleri Hourahan’s 
retirement. 

2011 Two new Welsh medium schools are opened. Llantwit Major gets its first Welsh school 
as Ysgol Gymraeg Dewi Sant opens with Helen Jennings as acting head. In Barry, Ysgol Nant 
Talwg is opened on the site of Ysgol Gyfun Bro Morgannwg, with Menna Roberts as head. Ysgol 
Gyfun Bro Morgannwg and Ysgol Nant Talwg are managed federally, with the same senior 
management team and governing body. 

2011 Ysgol Gymraeg Pen-y-Garth is extended to become a double intake school (420 places). 

2014 Rhian Williams takes over the headship of Ysgol Iolo Morganwg in Cowbridge from Dylan 
Evans, who becomes head of Ysgol y Dderwen, Carmarthen. Helen Jennings becomes the 
permanent headteacher at Ysgol Gymraeg Dewi Sant. 

2014 Plans approved to double the size of Ysgol Gymraeg Gwaun y Nant due to increased 
demand for places. Ysgol Nant Talwg opens as a brand new purpose built primary school. Plans 
approved to build Ysgol Gymraeg Dewi Sant as a brand new 210 place Welsh medium primary 
school as part of the Llantwit Learning Community to open in 2015.

EIGHT-year-old 
Danny Mickelsen, 
who trains at Barry 
Tennis Club, took 
part in the Welsh 
Junior

The competition, held 
at David Lloyd Tennis 
Centre in Cardiff was 
attended by children 
from as far afield as 
Wrexham and 
Aberystwyth, and the 
quality of tennis on 
display was admirable. 

Danny, a pupil at 
Barry Island primary 
school, competed 
alongside many players 
he has grown to consider 
as friends as he meets 
them so regularly on the 
competition circuit.

Aged just four years, 
Danny started attending 
group coaching sessions 
at Barry Tennis Club and 
Penarth Lawn Tennis 
Club, under the direction 
of Vale Tennis Academy, 
and later progressed to 
having individual 
coaching sessions from 
various coaches, 
ultimately settling with 
Ben Coates, who leads 
the coaching programme 
at Barry Tennis Club on 
behalf of Vale Tennis 
Academy, as his main 
coach. 

Tennis has become 
such a huge part of the 
family's life that mum 
Penny has recently 
qualified as a tennis 
coach. Younger sister 
Grace, aged 6, also 
regularly plays and is 
starting to compete more 
regularly, little brother 
Scott can often be seen 
with a racquet in his 
hand. Danny's mum 
Penny said: “We are so

Seven ramblers stride out 
on historic route to Machen 


A GROUP of seven 
Penarth and District 
Ramblers with leader 
Geraint and his sheepdog 
Patch, set off in light 
rainfall which thankfully 
did not last too long. 

Joining the Rhymney River 
Circular Walk to reach the 
Hollybush Inn at Draethen, an 
uphill climb to Coed Craig 
Ruperra nature reserve, saw them 
tackling churned up pathways 
through lots of mud because of 
recent tree felling. 

Reaching the crumbling ivy 
clad remains of Ruperra Castle, 
an interesting experiment to 
ascertain the age of an ancient 
oak in a nearby field involved the 
group standing with outstretched 
arms around the base of the tree 
to measure its girth; after doing 
the sums and declaring the tree 
was around 810 years old, it 


meant it would have been a mere 
sapling during the reign of King 
Richard III! 

Tramping through a wood and 
fields to reach the little village of 
Michaelston y Fedw, meant a stop 
for lunch in the shady churchyard 
of St Michael’s, which dates back 
to Roman times. Then going 
downhill to join the bank of the 
Rhymney River overgrown in 
places with pretty pink flowered 
balsam, the tall chimneys of Plas 
Machen, an ancient mansion, 
came into view on their journey 
back along the river to their 
finishing point at Machen. 

In bright warm sunshine, 

Robin and spaniel Pepper and 
their five companions arrived at 
Llangorse. Making their way 
along tracks and through 
harvested fields, there was a 
pause to enjoy stunning views 
over Llangorse Lake, filled with a 
variety of sailing boats. 


Climbing steeply up to the trig 
point on Mynydd Llangorse and 
continuing along the ridgeway, 
lunch was accompanied by more 
views across the lake and of the 
distant misty mountain tops. 

Then descending steeply into 
the valley below, their second 
climb led them up the steep-sided 
Mynydd Troed and after pausing 
to catch their breath at the trig 
point, it was all downhill via 
mountain paths, tracks, fields and 
a road to Llangorse village for a 
thirst quenching drink in the local 
pub.

LOCAL CHEF’S RECIPE WILL 
MAKE YOUR MACMILLAN 
COFFEE MORNING SPECIAL! 


Right; A special cake for a special charity. 

W ITH people around the Vale 
making plans to fundraise for 
Macmillan Cancer Support by 
holding coffee mornings, the charity is 
offering a little something in return. 

Sam Pepper, the head chef at Oscars in 
Cowbridge, has provided his recipe for a delicious 
cake to make the coffee morning special - a 
butternut and lemon sponge cake with rose icing! 
Here are Sam’s step by step instructions: 

For the sponge. 

250g grated butternut squash. 

2 large eggs. 

125 ml vegetable oil. 

150g caster sugar, 
zest of half lemon. 

225g self raising flour. 

1 heaped teaspoon of baking powder. 

For the icing. 

300g cream cheese. 

125g icing sugar, 
juice from half the lemon. 

1/2 tsp of rosewater. 

Greased and lined loaf tin. 

Preheat the oven to 180 degrees/gas 4. 

Once you have grated the butternut, place in a 
tea towel, gather the comers and twist so as to 
squeeze the squash and remove some of the juice. 
There won't be much. 

Put the eggs, oil, sugar and lemon zest in a bowl 
and beat until creamy, either by hand or (my 
advice) an electric blender or mixer. Then add the 
flour and baking powder, beat till well combined 
and then finally add in the butternut. 

When all has been mixed, pour into the loaf tin 
and put in the oven on the middle shelf for 30 
minutes. When the time is up check with a metal 
skewer or small knife that its done. 

The skewer should be clean when removed from 
the sponge and scalding hot for at least 10 
seconds - but be careful not to bum yourself. 

Let the cakes cool for 10 minutes in the tins, 
then remove them to a wire rack to go cold. 



For the icing, combine the cheese, sugar, lemon 
juice and rosewater and blend till all the icing sugar 
is incorporated and smooth. 

Carefully slice the loaf in half, parallel to the 
base. Use half the mix to sandwich the cakes 
together and the remainder to pour over the top. 

Chill if the icing is a little runny.

THE speaker at 
Sully U3A’s 

September meeting 
was Dean Powell, 
journalist, author, 
broadcaster and 
vocalist. 

His prolific workload 
varies from presenting 
high-profile 
engagements in some of 
the world's largest 
concert halls, to lecturing 
on the life of Welsh 
radical, Dr William 
Price, of whom he is 
considered a leading 
expert. 

Dean gave an 
enthralling account of 
William Price’s life from 
his birth in 1800 to his 
death at the age of 92. 
William Price trained as 
a doctor studying at the 
London Hospital and 
becoming a member of 
the Royal College of 
Surgeons at the age of 
21 . 

He supported Welsh 
nationalism, wanted to 
build a Museum of Welsh 
Life, supported Chartism 
and was involved with 
the Druid religion. 

His achievements 
were many and various, 
including creating 
Wales’s first co-operative 
and performing a 
successful Caesarean 
operation on Francis 
Crawshay’s wife. 

Despite his 

remarkable and colourful 
life William Price is 
remembered for the 
landmark court case that 


led to the Cremation Act 
in 1902. Dr Price’s son 
had died aged five 
months and the 
Cremation Society had 
tried to get an act through 
Parliament, but the 
Church of England 
would not allow it. 

Despite this, Dr Price 
cremated his son and was 
arrested. He stood trial at 
the Cardiff Assizes in 
1884, where he defended 
himself and was 
acquitted. The 

Cremation Act was 
eventually passed in 
1902 and the first 
cremation in Wales took 
place in 1920. This all 
came too late for Dr 
Price, who upon his 
death wanted to be 
cremated. 

A cremation was 
allowed as long as it was 
part of a Christian 
service and true to form 
Dr Price had instructed 
his wife to sell tickets 
and over 20,000 turned 
up!

really difficult and will 
my eight-year-old 

manage? 

My first answer to this 
question is always that 
you, as the parent, are 
always best placed to 
make a judgement on the 
fitness and skill level of 
your off-spring and that’s 
why we set no lower (or 
upper) age limit for the 
Mini Bum event. 

There are always 
challenging sections of 
the course and given that 
Margam Park is centred 
around a 350m hill, there 
is going to be some 
climbing and 

descending. 

The time limit is, 
however, very generous 
and some families even 
find time to picnic half 



way around the course. 

There are no rules 
against getting off your 
bike and pushing it for 
sections of the course 
which the majority of our 
competitors do at some 
point. You will soon 
learn first hand why it’s 
called the ‘Burn Series’! 

We’ve also have a 
short course option 
which is not so steep or 
long and is very 
manageable for all. 
About 25 per cent of 
competitors take on the 
short course. We’ve even 
had a five-year-old 
complete the long course. 

What if I get lost? Are 
there people that can 
help? 

Even though this is a 
competitive and 

professionally mn event, 
it is organised in a very 
friendly and relaxed way. 
If you ask for help you 
will be given the 
assistance required. 

The orienteering 
section is relatively 
straight forward and for 
our October event we've 
added a twist. At one of 
the check points there 
will be a challenge that 
will only be disclosed a 


week before the event. 

There are plenty of 
other competitors and 
marshals around the 
course so you won't be 
out of sight from anyone 
for long. We have not lost 
a competitor yet! 

How do I enter? 

That’s a very easy 
answer! Go to 
www.burnseries.co.uk, 
select ‘Mini Burn - 
October, 11’ on the right 
hand column and you’ll 
see all details about the 
event, including past 
event maps and a button 
that says ‘enter now’. 

Can you briefly 
explain how the day 
works? 

Hopefully you are 
ready for an adventure! 
Prior to the event you 
will be sent an online 
booklet explaining the 
whole event. You will 
also be given a start time. 

You are asked to turn 
up 20 minutes prior to 
your start time. When 
you arrive, you will come 
to registration and collect 
your number and timing 
chip and place your bike 
and event kit into the 
event centre. 

Five minutes before 
your start time, we will 
introduce you over the 
loudspeaker and give you 
a five-minute warning of 
your start time, at which 
point you will come to 
the start line. I will then 
provide every competitor 
with a quick run through 
of the event, focusing 
mainly on where the 
check points are. 

When you are ready, 


you then set off. The first 
phase is a three kilometre 
run on flat hard packed 
terrain. This will take 
you anything from 12-30 
minutes. 

The run finishes back 
at the event centre where 
you then jump into a 
kayak, with the help of 
our ground and water 
based staff and you 
paddle two loops of the 
Margam Park lake. 

Once complete, you 
come back into the event 
centre and collect your 
bike to set off on the 
cycle. This takes 
anything from 30 - 90 
minutes. You will chose 
at this point whether to 
do the long or short 
course of the mountain 
biking. 

When you come back 
into the event centre, it’s 
time for some 
orienteering. You come 
to the start arch where 
you will be handed a map 
and if you need some 
instruction we will help 
you out. 

There are five check 
points, one of which is an 
additional challenge. 
Once you’ve found the 
check points you want to, 
you only need to find one 
as a minimum, you run 
over the finish line to 
receive the sought after 
Mini Burn medal and a 
goody bag. It’s the most 
sporting fun you will 
ever have in one day!

CHURCH MARKS 
BUTTERFIELD 
BICENTENARY 


ON Sunday, September 28 at 
7.30pm, St Augustine’s Church, 
Penarth, hosts a concert to 
celebrate the bicentenary of the 
birth of architect William 
Butterfield (1814-1900). 

The concert, which includes choral 
and organ music by CHH Parry, 
Mendelssohn, Stanford and Elgar, will 
be performed by the St Augustine’s 
Singers (directed by Robert Court) 
with organ virtuoso Thomas Trotter. 

St Augustine’s Church, 
acknowledged as one of Butterfield’s 
masterpieces, is the perfect venue for 
this concert.

A ‘DOORSTEP’ 
sport project has 
started in the Barry 
area, aiming to get 
more young people, 
more active, more 
often in their own 
communities. 

The project, run by the 
Vale Council’s Sports 
Development team in 
partnership with Barry 
Communities First, 
provides activity “on the 
doorstep” for young 
people aged eight to 18 
who are generally not 
members of sports clubs 
but want to take part in 
sport. 

A number of other 
partners are also 
involved in the project 
including Vale Volunteer 
Bureau, Elim Elevate and 
Newydd. 

Funded by Sport 
Wales, many activities 
have already started. At 
Iolo Park, Trehame, on 
Mondays, activities run 
from 4.30pm to 5.15pm 
for eight to 11-years-olds 
and from 5.30pm to 


6.15pm for 12 and overs. 

Thursdays at 

Belvedere Crescent, Nr 
Thompson Street: futsal 
from 4.30pm to 5.30pm 
and multi-sports between 
5.30pm - 6.30pm, and on 
Fridays at Alexander 
Gardens, sports activities 
run from 4.30pm to 
5.30pm for children aged 
10 and above. 

Sessions are led by 
qualified leaders with 
assistance from 

volunteers recruited with 
the assistance of the Vale 
Volunteer Bureau. 
Further sessions are 
planned to take place 
indoors during the 
autumn. 

Any young people 
interested in attending 
sessions can just turn up 
and all sessions are 
currently free of charge.

Famous riders 
from the Vale 

EVAN WILLIAMS 


ONE of the most successful 
National Hunt jockeys of his 
time was Evan Williams, who 
hailed from Cowbridge. 

The son of Fred Williams, the 
popular starter at Cardiff’s Ely 
Racecourse and mine host of the Bear 
Hotel, Evan won two Cheltenham 
Gold Cups and a Grand National. 

He also set an unusual record of 
sorts when at Cardiff on Easter 
Monday 1933 he rode the first winner 
Mr Ghandi, as an amateur and the last, 
Vive L’Amour, as a professional. 

Evan was attached to fellow 
Welshman Owen Anthony's Letcombe 
Bassett yard when he was asked to ride 
the legendary Golden Miller in the 

1936 Cheltenham Gold Cup. Golden 
Miller, who had won the last four 
runnings of the race had ran out with 
his regular rider, Gerry Wilson, in the 
saddle at Newbury less than three 
weeks before the 1936 renewal, so it 
must have caused the then little-known 
Welshman a great deal of stress getting 
up in public for the first time on the 
most popular steeplechaser of all time. 

But Evan, showing great 
horsemanship, as well as jockey ship, 
steered the mighty ‘Miller’ home to a 
12-lengths win over Royal Mail, the 
horse on whom Evan was to win the 

1937 Grand National. 

Evan’s second Cheltenham Gold 
Cup win came in 1940 when he scored 
an easy 10-length win on Roman 
Hackle who, like Golden Miller, was 
owned by Miss Dorothy Paget and 
trained by Owen Anthony. 

In the 1937 Grand National, Evan 
(then 24) had taken the lead a lot 


sooner than he wanted to so as to keep 
clear of some loose horses. In fact, on 
the second circuit he had nearly been 
brought down by a loose horse. 

However, by racing ahead of the 
others he left them to trouble his 
pursuers and this wise move probably 
won him the race. 

When asked by the press what he 
thought about his success he replied: 
“What can I say? I have won the Grand 
National, and I am naturally delighted. 

“Give the credit to the horse. He 
jumped perfectly and cleverly. He 
made one or two mistakes, but they 
were not entirely his fault. When I took 
up the running in the country the 
second time, some loose horses 
interfered with Royal Mail and it was 
not long before we could shake them 
off. After that, everything went 
smoothly.” 

At the end of the war, Evan took out 
a flat trainers’ licence and trained at 
Kingsclere. His most notable success 
was Supreme Court, which won, 
among other races, the King Edward 
Vll Stakes at Royal Ascot and the 
Festival of Britain King George VI 
and Queen Elizabeth Stakes at Ascot. 

He bred Taxidermist, the 1958 
winner of the Whitbread Gold Cup, 
while his son Ian bred Rag Trade, 
winner of the 1976 Grand National. 

When he retired, Evan went to 
Ireland where he was a Master of 
Foxhounds. Bom in 1912, he died aged 
89 in July 2001.

ANDREW WARD, 
back in the 1980s, 
wrote a book called 
Horse-Racing's 
Strangest Races. 

Well, in almost 50 
years of covering the 
Welsh point-to-point 
scene, I think I have 
enough material to write 
a book on the strange 
happenings at some of 
the point-to-points I 
have attended. 

Take the time when 
the Jockey Club in 1985 
launched an 
investigation after the 
handlers of a horse 
called Captain Equity 
failed to alllow a routine 
dope test on it after it 
had finished fourth in 
the restricted race at the 
Ban wen Miners 
Steeplechases at 
Llantwit Major. 

The horse's owner Jim 
Harkins told me at the 
time that Dennis 
Williams the horse's 
trainer was asked to put 
the horse on the mobile 
dope test waggon, but 
the horse wouldn't go up 
the steep ramp - “After 
several attempts the 
horse cut its leg and that 
was when he loaded the 
horse in his lorry and 
drove off.'” 

One witness to the 
incident told me: “It was 
quite funny to see the 
two dope testing 
officials 

running after the lorry 
shouting for the driver to 
stop.” 

The owner, who 
wasn't present when the 
incident occured, 
explained: “ Dennis just 
didn't understand the 
rules.'” 

Captain Equity, an 11- 
year-old chestnut 
gelding, hadn't won for 
five years and was 
described by form 
experts at the time as 
being Tittle better than 
useless now’. 

Then there was the 
time bookmakers at the 
Brecon Hunt Point-To- 
Point Steeplechases at 
Llanfrynach went on 
strike after part-time

Llantrisant, demanded 
that he should be 
allowed to bet. 

So what did the 
bookies do? They took 
down their betting 
boards before the first 
race and downed tools! 
The result was that 
racegoers who fancied 
Call Me Dinky, ridden 
by Tim Jones, in the 
opening members' race, 
were denied the chance 
of backing a winner. 

Hunt-racing officials 
wisely decided not to 
get involved in the 
dispute and that was 
when the bookies 
decided to shut up shop. 

Hughes told me back 
then that he had put in a 
request to join the South 
and West Wales Point- 
To-Point Bookmakers 
Association but had been 
informed by secretary 
that he would have to 
wait his turn. Racegoers, 
who were already upset 
at having to pay £5 per 
person admission to the 
racecourse instead of the 
usual £10 car parking 
fee which admitted 
everyone in the car on to 
the racecourse said they 
would demand their 
money back if they 
couldn't bet on the races. 

Mr Hughes, not 
wishing to spoil their 
enjoyment, said he 
would give in on this 
occasion and the bookie 
set up shop once again. 

One of the most 
sensational finishes I 
have witnessed 
happened at the 
Monmouthshire Point- 
To-Point at Llanvapley 
when Golden Gaze, 
ridden by the legendary 
Cowbridge farmer John 
Llewellyn, jumped the 
last fence 10 lengths 
clear of Beldora and 
looked certain to win 
only to slow down on 
the short run-in and just 
stopped yards from the 
winning post and 
refusing to go any 
further. 

Llewellyn, in an 
attempt to get his mount 
going again, gave 
Golden Gaze half-a- 
dozen or so slaps down 
the neck with his whip it 
and it was only when 
Beldora and 

Thunderwood raced past 
him that Golden Gaze 
was persuaded to 
struggle on over the line. 

The stewards didn't 
find any marks on 
Golden Gaze and 
accepted Llewellyn's 
explanation that he 
wasn't hitting an 
exhausted horse, but a 
doggy one (doggy is a 
racing term for a horse 
that will not try 
whatever persuasion is 
applied by the rider). 

The stewards told him 
to be more careful in the 
future and that was the 
end of that episode. 

In what must go down 
as the most controversial 
point-to-point race ever 
(my story made the front 
page of The Sporting 
Life, a rare thing indeed 
for a point-to-point story 
to make it on the front 
page of this sadly now 


long defunct newspaper) 
took place at the 
Gelligaer Farmers 
meeting at Llantarnam. 

There were only three 
runners for the men's 
open race the prolific 
grey Brunico, trained by 
Pembrokeshire's Peter 
Bowen, now a leading 
Welsh trainer under 
rules,and ridden by Ron 
Treloggen, Alf Mahaba 
partnered by Robert 
Rowsell, of Pontypridd, 
and Zephyr Nights 
ridden by Tim Jones of 
Rudry. 

Once the starter got 
the riders on their way 
Zephyr Nights and Alf 
Mahaba's jockeys made 
little attempt to make a 
race of it which meant 
Englishman Treloggen 
had to take the lead. 

The race soon 
developed into a fiasco 
with the pace being so 
slow that Brunico 
refused at first to jump 
the second fence. 

When the three 
eventually managed to 
jump the obstacle, 
Zephyr Nights led at 
what was little more 
than a walk. Some 
racegoers shouted at the 
stewards on their stand 
to declare the race void. 
Brunico led at the 
seventh only to refuse 
again as did the other 
two horses. 

The horses continued 
the race at what only 
could be described as a 
hack canter and 
eventually Brunico came 
to the last fence ahead of 
Alf Mahaba and 
although strongly 
challenged, Trellogen 
and his partner did just 
enough to score by a 
length in a very slow 
time of 9 minutes and 30 
seconds. Usually the 
races are won in around 
six minutes. 

When Brunico 
returned to the winner's 
enclosure, he was 
greeted with the loudest 
cheers I have ever heard 
at a point-to-point. 
However, when the other 
two runners reached the 
unsaddling enclosure 
they were greeted with 
boos and catcalls 
something that I have 
never winessed in all my 
years of reporting on the 
Welsh hunt-racing scene. 

The stewards called in 
all three jockeys and told 
them that their conduct 
during the race would be 
reported to the Jockey 
Club. However, the 
Jockey Club in their 
wisdom decided that 
they had done nothing 
wrong and no further 
action was taken.

DINAS didn't have the best 
of starts to this game
